The Milan Correspondent of The Ti 
says truly that the present danger in 
Italy js an outcome of “all the complex 
international and national questions which 
have distprbed, exasperated, and perverted 
Italian public opinion during the last two 
years.’’ One disadvantage of international 
alliances is the mutual connjvances which 
they impose upon their members. If Eng- 
land and France had felt themselves’ free 
to be thoroughly outspoken towards Italy 
since the Armistice, they might have saved 
her from many mistakes. Two years ago 
Italy's domestic and foreign prospects were 
excellent; to-day she is a perplexed, dis- 
appointed, and, íor the moment, im- 
poverished nation. After the war she 


é yielded herself to visions of territorial 


aggrandisement, and herein was encouraged 
rather than checked by her own statesmen. 
Her mind and heart were in Epirus, in 
Asia Minor, and in the Levant when they 
ought to have been engaged upon her own 
social and economic problems. She has 
extended her territories at the expense of 
her peoples’ content and comfort. A mili- 
tarist Press—largely subsidised by the 
captains of the metal industry—was 
allowed to breed the adventure of Fiume 
and other follies and to ignore the really 
urgent problem—which was the provision 
of food, work, and raw materia] for a 
people wearied by the strain and cost of 
a tremendous war. The present disorders 
are not the result of a communist con- 
Spiracy ; they spring from the hardships 
of a naturally frugal and hard-working 
demotracy. Food is dearer in Italy now 
than in any country of Northern Europe, 
and the scarcity. and prohibitive cost of 
coal are felt in every department of in- 
dustrial life. The evil, as the Italian 
workers seem to recognise, cannot be 
remedied by revolution; but ft must be 
remedied if this nation is to enjoy 
peace and to fulfil its destiny. Italy must 
cut her coat according to her cloth, con- 
trive a modus rivendt between Capital and 
Labour, and embark bravely upon a 
national policy of retrenchment. Her 
greatest meer to-day is a leader who will 
face the facts of her economic situation. 


Red Gold. 


About three weeks ago the British 
Government intercepted certain “ wireless ” 
“Seth between MM. Litvinoff and 
Tchitcherin, Bolshevist envoy and Foreign 
Minister respectively. These messages were 
published in the Press, and revealed some 
very interesting facts abowt the official 
organ .of the Labour. Party in England— 
the Daily Herald. ' In Russian questions 
it acts as if it were our. organ,” M. 
Litvinoff told his chief, and the messages 
suggested, if they did not actually prove, 
that negotiations to supply the Daily Herald 
with funds and paper.were in progress, The 
editor of the Daily Herald—one Mr. 
George Lansbury, known in Mauscovite 
society as “Lord” Lansbury—soon set 
matters right. He stigmatised the Govern- 
ment as a liar. “Not a pound, not a 
franc, not. a rouble,’’ he declared, had 
been received by his paper from alien 
sources, and not a sheet of paper had 
been taken from Russia. - Now, how- 
ever, Mr. Lansbury himself has re 
opened the subject in a manner which 
leaves the real position of his news- 
paper beyond a doubt. Mr. Francis 
Meynell, it appears, has been in Scan- 
dinavia. This gentleman is a director of 
the Daily Herald and also on its editorial 
staff. Agents of the Soviet Government, 
whom he/met by the merest chance, offered 
him £75,000 as a free giff for the Daily 
Herald. Mr. Meynell returned to London, 
and told his editor all about the Bolsheviks’ 
offer. Mr. Lansbury was thunderstruck, 
but he hastened to take the readers of the 
Daily Herald into his confidence. He told 
them all about the offer to Mr. Meynell, 
and said that he proposed to leave its accept- 
ance or rejection in their hands, adding— 
doubtless, as an 
unless the Daily Herald got the money, 
he would be compelled reluctantly to raise 
its. price from a penny to twopence per 
copy. Naturally, whether or not the 
readers of the paper decide to accept the 
£75,000, its policy will remain un- 
changed. It will continue to represent the 
opinions of the sturdy British worker. 
We shall be interested to learn’ how 
many British workingmen will be de- 
ceived by this kind of rubbish: The 
editor of the Daily Herald may be sincerely 
convinced that the Bolsheviks are pure- 
souled altruists, but nobody else in Great 
Britain is quite so gullible If the Daily 
Herald accepts a subsidy from the Soviet, 
it will become, willy-nilly, a Bolshevist 
organ. Mr, Lansbury and his colleagues 
may, or may not, be willing to accept such 
a status for their journal; we have no 
means of knowing. We do know, how- 
ever, that the British public, and especially 
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the British workimg classes, will not 


tolerate a newspaper in England kept alive 
by Russian gold. They: know the source 
of Lenin’s money. Every kopeck has been 
robbed from the Russian people, and there 
is not a rouble in Moscow's coffers that has 


not besa sullied by innocent blood.

VIEWS ON MR. MICHAEL 
O’CONNOR’S PLAN.

perial tie—is effectively secured. The crucial 
point, however, seems to be special treatment 
forthe North-East “corner.” i

substance of what: we want is the status of 
Australia.
